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Ford sentenced to 20 years in prison 


Will be eligible for parole 
in 17 years, at age 56

She will be almost 60 before she 
could have a chance at regaining her 
freedom. 

Dressed in sweats, Tonya Ford 
walks with her attorney to appear 
before a judge and hear how many 
years she will spend in prison for 
murdering her husband. 

Her handcuffs clink together as she 
moves. 

A jury found Ford, 39, guilty on 
Aug. 24 of shooting and killing her 
husband, David Ford, 40, who worked 


as a police officer in Lebanon. Ford’s 
trial began Aug. 20 in Taylor Circuit 
Court. After hearing opening and 
closing statements and from several 
witnesses, jurors spent 12 hours 
deliberating Ford’s guilt. After find¬ 
ing her guilty, jurors took about five 
minutes to agree to recommend that 
Ford should spend 20 years in prison 
for her crime. 

And on Tuesday, Taylor Circuit 
Court Judge Dan Kelly followed that 
recommendation and sentenced Ford 
to serve two decades in prison. 

Judges don’t have to follow jury 
recommendations, though they typi¬ 
cally do. As murder is a Class A fel¬ 
ony, Ford faced as much as life in 
prison. 


Since murder is a 
violent crime, Ford 
will serve 85 percent 
of the 20-year prison 
sentence — 17 years 
— before being eligi¬ 
ble for parole. At 
Tuesday’s sentencing 
hearing, Ford’s attor¬ 
ney, Danny Butler of 
Greensburg, asked 
Kelly to allow Ford to 
spend some time with her family 
before being taken back to her cell at 
the Taylor County Detention Center. 

“I honored that request at trial,” 
Kelly said. "I’m not going to honor it 
today for security reasons.”

Wise said the group dis¬ 
cussed showing summer 
movies or those that would 
soon celebrate a milestone 
year since their release. 

After deliberating, the three 
decided on “American Graf¬ 
fiti.” The theme of the movie, 
Wise said, is perfect for the 
Main Street atmosphere. 

“What is better than being 
outdoors, on Main Street, 
than showing a film like 
that,” he said. 

The coming of age movie 
follows four friends during 
the final night together before 
some of them leave for col¬ 
lege.

School Board to operate 


Superintendent says 
school faces 
unexpected cuts 
each year

Taylor County Schools 
will operate on an overall 
budget of $23.8 million for 
the 2012-2013 fiscal year. 

Marcie Close, finance 
director for Taylor County 
Schools, made a presenta¬ 
tion at the Board’s regular 
September meeting recent¬ 
ly and told members that 
the district has $18.5 mil¬ 
lion in its general fund and 
$23.8 million for all funds, 
which includes grants, 
capital outlay building and 
food service funding. 

“We’ve got our federal 
and state grant allocations, 
but that’s always kind of 
iffy. We’re hoping that’s 
solid,” Close said. 

Roger Cook, superinten¬ 
dent at Taylor County 
Schools, said each year there 
are unexpected cuts that 
impact the district’s budget. 

“Each year, for the last I 
don’t even know how many 


years, we’ve received sur¬ 
prise cuts. Cuts in transpor¬ 
tation, cuts in your text¬ 
books, your technology. As 
the state government strug¬ 
gles to make their budget 
work each year, generally 
when they come together 
each year, they can open the 
budget, and then in Febru¬ 
ary or March, we get sur¬ 
prise cuts, and if it’s like it 
has been, we’ll be getting 
some this year. We just hope 
they’re not too deep,” Cook 
said. 

“It’s a working budget, 
and we can only go with 
what we know as of right 
now, but it could change.” 

Board member Jim 
Cheatham did not attend 
the meeting. 

Also at the Meeting: 

• The Board voted to 
accept National School 
Board member training 
hours based on a trip to 
Boston, Mass., where Board 
Chair Tony Davis made a 
presentation. 

Cook said since making 
the presentation in Boston, 
Davis has now been asked 
to make a presentation in 
San Diego, Calif.

Kentucky’s 
cigarette tax 
needs increasing 

H ere’s hoping Kentucky shared in the 
national decline in teen smoking 
reported recently by the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention. 

USA Today attributes an “historic drop in 
smoking,” not just among teens but across all 
age groups, to a 62-cent increase in the fed¬ 
eral cigarette tax in 2009. 

Raising the federal tax to $1.01 a pack has 
brought in about $30 billion in new revenue to 
the U.S. treasury. 

Meanwhile, some 3 million fewer Americans 
smoked in 2011 than in 2009, even though the 
population has increased. 

USA Today credits the federal cigarette tax 
increase with restarting a long-term decline 
in smoking that had stalled. 

In Kentucky, the Blue Ribbon Commission 
on Tax Reform should take note. 

Kentucky also increased its cigarette tax in 
2009. But instead of the 70 cents proposed by 
Gov. Steve Beshear, the legislature wimped 
out and approved only a 30-cent per pack 
increase. 

At 60 cents a pack, Kentucky’s cigarette tax 
remains well below the national average of 
$1.49 and is lower than four of our seven sur¬ 
rounding states. 

That is a big part of why Kentucky almost 
always leads the nation in percent of smok¬ 
ers, both adults and teens, and why pregnant 
Kentuckians smoke at double the national 
rate. 

Smoking takes a terrible toll on Kentucky’s 
health and economy. Almost all smokers start 
by age 18, and teens are especially sensitive 
to increases in the cost of cigarettes. 

Another increase in the state cigarette tax 
could produce health care savings and long¬ 
term gains in productivity as fewer Kentuck¬ 
ians die or are disabled from smoking. 
Raising the cigarette tax would also provide 
needed revenue for the state. 

Kentucky now gets about 3 percent of its 
revenue from the cigarette tax, the same as 
the severance tax, corporate income tax and 
the tax on limited liability enterprises and 
more than the lottery at 2 percent. 

The biggest sources of state revenue are the 
income tax at 39 percent and sales and use 
taxes at 33 percent. 

Cigarette sales took a big dip in Kentucky 
after the tax increase, but it’s unclear how 
much of the decline came from fewer Ken¬ 
tuckians smoking and how much from a 
decline in sales to other states. 

The most recent data for Kentucky, from the 
2010 Youth Tobacco Survey, show that almost 
25 percent of the state’s high school students 
are smokers and almost 70 percent of teenage 
smokers want to quit. 

A CDC survey, released in August, found 
that from 2009 to 2011, the smoking rate 
among high school students nationally went 
from 17.2 percent to 15.8 percent.

If we never agree, that’s fine 


T he conventional wisdom has 
settled on the subject of this 
year’s presidential campaign: 
it’s about the proper role of govern¬ 
ment in our nation’s life. 

This is a good argument to have, 
but don’t expect it to be resolved by 
the election. 

Americans have been debating the 
question since before the Constitu¬ 
tion was drawn up, and we haven’t 
come to terms on it yet. 

At the moment, we’ve got a Repub¬ 
lican challenger who embraces the 
conservative conviction that gov¬ 
ernment must be as limited as pos¬ 
sible. 

In this view, much of what govern¬ 
ment spends is wasted; Ronald Rea¬ 
gan’s comment, “Government is not 
the solution to our problem; govern¬ 
ment is our problem,” is its mantra. 

Conservatives want to reduce reg¬ 
ulation, make cutting taxes the high¬ 
est priority, propose handing Medic¬ 
aid and other responsibilities to the 
states as block grants, and consider 
a more active government the wrong 
answer in almost every case. 

Privatization, contracting out, and 
a private sector freed from the 
intrusive hand of government will 
be the engines of a stronger society. 

Against this view we have a Demo¬ 
cratic incumbent, backed by liber¬ 
als who see value in government’s 
role. 

They are concerned about social 
inequality, support a publicly fund¬ 
ed safety net, and are prepared to 
levy the taxes needed to pay for it. 

In this view, public spending is 
necessary to stimulate the economy 
when needed and regulation is vital 
to checking the excesses of the mar¬ 
ket. 

There are times, this side would 
argue, when a muscular govern¬ 
ment is indispensable to our nation¬ 
al fortunes — properly deployed,

government can expand opportuni¬ 
ties to achieve the American 
dream. 


The gap between these views 
seems unbridgeable — especially in 
the midst of a presidential contest 
between two parties whose interest 
lies in highlighting their differenc- 


Yet in the end this fundamental 
political gulf is not as wide as it 
appears. 

This is because the real question in 
governing is rarely, “What is the 
ideologically proper thing to do?” 
Instead, it’s how do we run the 
country day-to-day? 

And how do we get a diverse group 
of politicians to make progress on 
our current problems while putting 
aside the problems they cannot 
solve? 

When Wall Street crashes or natu¬ 
ral calamity strikes or schools fail, 
the pragmatism of the moment 
always comes to the fore, no matter 
what ideology elected officials 
espouse. 

Which is where most Americans 
find themselves. They don’t consid¬ 
er government to be all good or all 
evil. 


They want it to work well and effi¬ 
ciently, be as productive as the pri¬ 
vate sector, exert itself to keep the 
market functional but not so much 
that it over-regulates business, and 
get a handle on entitlements so that 
they’re sustainable over the long 
term. 


Most Americans believe that we 
cannot prosper unless government 
builds infrastructure, protects prop¬ 
erty rights, helps develop the econo¬ 
my, sustains basic scientific 
research, undergirds the develop¬ 
ment of human capital, and protects 
the social safety net. 

In essence, government is a tool 
— it’s one of the ways that we as 
Americans meet the challenges that 
confront us, whether it’s fighting a 
terrorist attack or educating our 
children, safeguarding our retire¬ 
ment, undergirding commerce, and 
protecting the country’s natural 
treasures for everyone to enjoy. 

Government may not be the high¬ 
est, broadest purpose of the nation, 
but most people recognize that with¬ 
out it, we cannot prosper. 

So while many people may feel 
that Washington has too much power, 
they still want it to protect their 
interests. 

This is why we’ll probably never 
reach a consensus on the proper 
role of government. 

We are more likely to work out 
solutions issue by issue, trying to 
reach a pragmatic solution for the 
problem we face. 

The nation’s current fiscal difficul¬ 
ties will surely force government to 
do less than many people want, and 
the public sector will have to become 
smarter, more productive, and more 
efficient. 

This is not a bad thing. But no mat¬ 
ter who is in charge, we are unlikely 
to veer too far left or too far right, 
because the debate over the proper 
role of government will remain 
unsettled. 

And that’s not a bad thing, either.

Judge: Denies 


new trial

a new trial, citing six rea¬ 
sons. 

First, Butler claims that 
the prosecution failed to 
produce any evidence to 
show that Ford conspired 
with another person to kill 
her husband. 

When jurors received 
instructions in the case, 
they were told they could 
find Ford guilty if they 
believe she shot and killed 
Officer Ford or helped 
someone else commit the 
crime. 

Without hearing any evi¬ 
dence to prove that she 
helped someone commit 
the crime, Butler claims, 
jurors couldn’t have found 
Ford guilty under that 
instruction. 

Second, Butler says 
jurors’ cellular phones 
weren’t taken from them 
until they were seques¬ 
tered after deliberating for 
nearly an entire day with¬ 
out deciding Ford’s guilt or 
innocence. 

Butler said having cell 
phones during deliberation 
gave jurors the opportuni¬ 
ty to review material other 
than the evidence they 
were charged to consider 
and to possibly conduct 
their own investigation 
into the issues they were 
considering. 

Third, Butler claimed 
that a bailiff had a conver¬ 
sation with one or more 
jurors without court offi¬ 
cials being present. 

Fourth, Taylor Circuit 
Court Judge Dan Kelly 
allowed a video of an ille¬ 
gal drug transaction 
between Linda Williams, 
Ford’s mother, and a confi¬ 
dential informant, which 
Butler claims contains 
hearsay statements that 
shouldn’t have been 
allowed. Butler says the 
statements, which include 
Williams saying Ford 
called her and confessed to 
killing her husband, taint¬ 
ed the jury pool. 

Fifth, Butler said there 
were an “inordinate” num¬ 
ber of law enforcement 
personnel present during 
the trial. 

“Their presence, though 
not surprising in light of 
David Ford’s service as an 
officer, was pervasive and 
authoritative such that the 
jury members were sub¬ 
jected to a very intimidat¬ 
ing atmosphere throughout 
the trial.” 

Butler said jurors saw the 
law enforcement officers 
when they arrived at the 
Taylor County Judicial 
Center, left for lunch and 
went home after each day. 
He said this caused jurors 
stress and limited their 
ability to focus on the evi¬ 
dence presented in the 
case. 

Lastly, Butler said, all of 
those five issues consid¬ 
ered together “tainted” the 
trial to the extent that they 
prevented the jury’s ability 
to fairly consider the evi¬ 
dence when deliberating. 

In response to Butler’s 
motion, Assistant Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney John 
Miller, the prosecutor in 
the case, dismissed each of 
the reasons that Ford 
should be granted a new 
trial in an answer he filed 
on Monday. 

In his answer, Miller said 
there was a large amount 
of circumstantial evidence 
in Ford’s case. One such 
piece of evidence, he said, 
was that only someone 
very close to Officer Ford 
could have stepped behind 
without raising suspicion 
and shoot him. 

“There was significant 
evidence that the only per¬ 
son who could have done 
so was the defendant and, 
in fact, the defendant 
admitted as such in her 
interview with Detective 
[Israel] Slinker.” 

Miller said jurors have 
admitted to making cellu¬ 
lar phone calls, but they 
were made to make 
arrangements after learn¬ 
ing they would be seques¬ 
tered to a local hotel for a 
night. As proof of this, 
Miller filed an affidavit 
written by a juror that 
states that none of the 
jurors used their cellular 
phones to research or talk 
about the case. 

As far as a bailiff having 
a discussion with jurors, 
Miller said, conversations 
that bailiff had with the 
jury centered on whether 
they had reached a unani¬ 
mous decision and whether 
they wanted to continue 
deliberating. Miller said 


the bailiff testified before 
Kelly and said he had no 
substantive conversations 
with jurors. 

Regarding the admit¬ 
tance of the video depict¬ 
ing Williams, Miller said 
Butler did not object to the 
video being played for the 
jury. 

He said Williams testi¬ 
fied that Ford didn’t call 
and confess to killing her 
husband. As such, Miller 
said, the interview was 
played to impeach Wil¬ 
liams. 

“From the Common¬ 
wealth’s vantage point, it 
appears that Linda Wil¬ 
liams’ testimony was 
ignored in whole or large 
part by the jury, other than 
the entertainment value of 
her testimony.” 

Miller said the prosecu¬ 
tion did not rely on Wil¬ 
liams’ testimony to prove 
Ford’s guilt. He said con¬ 
versations with jurors have 
revealed that they didn’t 
either. 

There is no evidence that 
the presence of law 
enforcement intimated 
jurors during the trial, 
Miller said, and there 
weren’t a large number of 
officers present until the 
jury was ready to return 
its verdict. 

“ ... The court requested 
security for purposes of 
ensuring that peace and 
order was maintained in 
the courtroom when the 
verdict was read,” Miller 
said. “As the court is well 
aware, there was a great 
deal of tension in the court¬ 
room by virtue of the 
polarized views of the 
respective families of the 
victim and the defendant.” 

Miller said jurors 
wouldn’t have even been 
aware that law enforce¬ 
ment officers were in the 
courtroom until returning 
to it after they had reached 
their decision. 

“ ... From the Common¬ 
wealth’s vantage point, this 
was a very clean trial. 
Counsel for both parties 
conducted themselves 
well,” Miller said. “There 
was no error by the court 
in any form or fashion.” 

Before Ford was sen¬ 
tenced on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, Kelly heard Miller and 
Butler argue the motion 
for a new trial. 

Butler explained his rea¬ 
sons for asking for a new 
trial and added another 
one, claiming that testi¬ 
mony from a former co- 
worker of Officer Ford’s 
was hearsay and shouldn’t 
have been admitted. 

Miller said, “We just beg 
to differ.” 

Jurors having cellular 
phones during delibera¬ 
tion, Butler said, is a major 
cause for concern. 

“That could taint the 
whole process,” he said. 

Miller said he, too, was 
concerned about jurors 
having phones. However, 
he said, they were given 
strict instructions to not 
use them and were told to 
only consider the evidence 
presented during the trial. 

Kelly said the case law 
Butler cited as proof that 
cellular phones shouldn’t 
be allowed actually states 
that they didn’t provide 
grounds for a new trial. 

Butler said the bailiff 
talking to jurors while they 
were deliberating wasn’t 
appropriate. 

“That is a taint on the 
privacy of the jury,” he 
said. 

Miller said the conversa¬ 
tion was only to see if 
jurors were finished delib¬ 
erating and didn’t influ¬ 
ence them in any way. 

Kelly said he didn’t notice 
an unusually large amount 
of law enforcement offi¬ 
cers present for the trial. 

With that said, Kelly 
denied Butler’s request for 
a new trial. An official 
order stating that hadn’t 
been filed in court records 
as of press time. An appeal 
of that denial also hadn’t 
been filed at press time, 
but is expected to be soon, 
as Butler previously indi¬ 
cated that he will be 
appealing the case. Butler 
did not return a phone call 
to comment on Kelly deny¬ 
ing his motion. Miller said, 
“I do believe that Ms. Ford 
had a fair trial and I think 
the court appropriately 
denied her motion.” 

Ford, 39, will serve 85 
percent of her 20-year 
prison sentence —17 years 
— before being eligible for 
parole. She will be 56.

After sentencing Ford, 
Kelly said that she will be 
transported to meet 
Department of Correc¬ 
tions officials, who will 
determine where she will 
serve her sentence. 

Before leaving the room, 
Ford waved to her family 
and friends. Officer Ford’s 
family also attended the 
hearing. 

Assistant Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney John 
Miller, the prosecutor in 
the case, said he expected 
Ford to receive 20 years 
in prison. 

“This is a sad situation 
for Ms. Ford, her family 
and David Ford’s family,” 
he said. “There were no 
winners in this situation.” 

Butler did not return a 
phone call before press 
time to comment on Ford’s 
sentence. Ford’s aunt, 
Janie Cole, who lives in 
Michigan but attended 
Ford’s trial, said she 
believes Ford is innocent. 

“All I can say is, she’s 
not guilty,” Cole said. 

“I just know her. She’s a 
sweetheart. She takes 
care of my brother. He 
don’t have anybody to take 
care of him.” 


Officer Ford’s brother, 
Darrell Ford, said the past 
three years have been 
hard on him and his fam- 
ily. 

“I’m glad it’s over,” he 
said. “[We] wish we’d 
never gone through this.” 

Darrell Ford said he 
wishes that his brother 
and Tonya Ford had sim¬ 
ply gotten a divorce. Then, 
he said, his brother might 
be alive and she might be 
out prison and be with her 
children. 

“It’s bittersweet,” he 
said. “We had a lot of peo¬ 
ple praying for us.” 

Darrell Ford said he 
appreciates the work pros¬ 
ecutors and Kentucky 
State Police Detective 
Isreal Sliker put into the 
case. 

“We got the best we 
could have got out this,” 
he said. “She didn’t ask 
for this. Nobody should 
have gone through this.” 

In 2010, Darrell Ford 
said his brother’s murder 
brought him closer to his 
family and in his faith, 
though he at times felt 
that God was testing him. 

“I still ask the question, 
‘Why did this happen?”’ 


Ford was accused of 
shooting and killing her 
husband on Feb. 10, 2009. 
She pleaded not guilty in 
November 2010 and has 
maintained her innocence. 
Officer Ford, 40, was 
found shot to death in his 
head at his Graham Road 
home in Campbellsville. 
Ford called the Camp- 
bellsville/Taylor County 
E-911 Center and said she 
had arrived at the home 
and found that her hus¬ 
band had been shot. Tay¬ 


lor County Coroner Terry 
Dabney said in 2009 that 
an autopsy confirmed 
Officer Ford’s death as a 
homicide. Ford’s story will 
be featured on an upcom¬ 
ing episode of “Snapped,” 
a true crime documentary 
television show that airs 
on the Oxygen network. 
Her episode, which will 
feature interviews with 
several attorneys, investi¬ 
gators, friends and family 
members, is slated to air 
in late December.

Adkins completes CU men’s basketball roster 


Six newcomers, redshirt join five 
returnees for 2012-13 season 
which begins on Oct. 29 at WKU

Seven players may see 
action for the first time in 
a Campbellsville Univer¬ 
sity uniform this season as 
the CU Tiger men’s bas¬ 
ketball program has 
announced its 2012-2013 
roster. 

“With this class, we have 
given attention to every 
position,” Tigers’ head 
coach Keith Adkins said. 
“We have increased our 
depth, our talent level and 
our athleticism. 

“Looking back at last 
year and evaluating our 
team, we think that the 
biggest concerns were our 
lack of inside scoring, our 
mediocre athleticism and 
depth at certain positions. 

“We also have to become 
a more dominant rebound¬ 
ing team. I think that we 
have addressed those con¬ 
cerns and improved in 


every phase.” 

Campbellsville picks up 
two players that had 
planned on playing for 
perennial powerhouse 
Mountain State (West Va.) 
University, which closed 
its basketball program this 
summer. 

The Tigers gained 6-9 
senior post player Dino 
Muslic of Bosnia, who 
averaged 1.8 points and 2.8 
rebounds last season for 
the Cougars, as well as 
junior point guard Sean 
Scott, who was preparing 
to begin his first season at 
MSU. 

“Dino has always been a 
role player on some very 
talented MSU teams. He 
only has a year, so he must 
make up for lost time in a 
hurry,” Adkins said. “Tal¬ 
ented and skilled, Dino 
will be a great pick up for 
us. He must be a great 
rebounder.” 

Scott, a Chicago native, 


averaged six points and 
five assists per game in 
two seasons at Mineral 
Area College in Missouri 
during the 2007-08 and 
2008-09 seasons. He helped 
lead MAC to two Region 
XVI championship games 
and was twice named to 
the All-Conference team in 
the Midwest Community 
College Athletic Confer¬ 
ence. 

“Sean is a point guard 
that can distribute the ball 
and shoot it. His quickness 
and strength should make 
him a very good defender 
in our league,” Adkins 
said. 

The Tigers also picked 
up combo guard Addison 
Smith, a senior with con¬ 
nections to former Tiger 
point guard T.J. Bishop. 
Smith, who will be playing 
at his fourth school in five 
years, brings NCAA Divi¬ 
sion I experience to the 
court after playing his 
freshman season at Florida 
Gulf Coast University. A 
former second-team all- 
state standout at Santaluc- 
es High School in Lantana, 


Fla., Smith appeared in 30 
games for the Eagles with 
six starts. The 6-2 guard 
averaged only 2.3 points 
and 1.7 rebounds his fresh¬ 
man season before trans¬ 
ferring to the College of 
Central Florida in Ocala. 

As a sophomore at CFC 
in 2010-11, he averaged 
6.2 points, 2.7 assists and 
0.9 steals as he helped lead 
the Patriots to a 25-7 record 
and a semifinal appear¬ 
ance in the state tourna¬ 
ment. He was named an 
All-Mid-South Florida 
Conference selection. In 
the summer of 2011, after 
initially talking with the 
Tigers, he decided to trans¬ 
fer to NCAA Division II 
program Flagler Universi¬ 
ty, where he started in 24 
of his 26 games played and 
averaged 7.9 points a game 
with four assists. 

“Addison is a big, physi¬ 
cal and strong combo 
guard. Being a lefty will be 
very suited for our league 
because of the physical 
play,” Adkins said. “He 
can play any perimeter 
position as well.” 


The Tigers also add three 
6-6 junior forwards: Ver¬ 
non Payne and Raysean 
Hairston of North Carolina 
as well as Chris Smith 
from Virginia. 

Payne and Smith played 
against each other in junior 
college with Payne at Cape 
Fear Community College 
and Smith at Brunswick 
Community College. 

Touted as a D-I recruit 
following his freshman 
season at Cape Fear Com¬ 
munity College, Payne 
averaged 13 points, six 
rebounds and 1.2 assists 
per game, while shooting 
47 percent from the floor 
and helping his team to the 
NJCAA National Tourna¬ 
ment 2010-11. Adkins con¬ 
siders Payne a long, ath¬ 
letic and versatile forward, 
which the Tigers can do a 
lot with him offensively. 

Smith was an all-region 
10 third-team selection at 
Brunswick in 2010 and 
2011. He also averaged 13 
points per game while 
securing 7 rebounds and 
1.6 assists per game. 

“Chris is a very talented 


power forward who can 
score in a variety of ways,” 
Adkins said. “He shoots it 
well from the perimeter 
and has very good skill 
level deep in the post. He 
must understand that we 
need a physical post scorer 
and rebounder.” 

Hairston returns to the 
East after leaving North 
Carolina for City College 
of San Francisco, Calif., 
last season. The forward 
began his career in 2007- 
OS at Lees-McRae. He 
averaged 16 points, nine 
rebounds and four assists 
in 2006-07 as a senior at 
E.E. Smith High School in 
Elizabethtown, N.C. Last 
season, he led City College 
last season with 13.1 points 
per game en route to a 
state championship. 

“Along with Vernon, Ray¬ 
sean gives us two athletic 
and versatile forwards,” 
Adkins said of the lefty. 
“He has an abundance of 
talent, is very athletic and 
can play inside and out.”

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Fall turkey hunting 
requires different tactics 


M ost turkey hunters confine 
their efforts, and that usual¬ 
ly is a lot, to spring. Many 
of the avid spring hunters never 
venture into the woods in pursuit of 
a turkey in the fall. 

While it’s the same wild bird 
whether in April or October, the 
actions of the birds and the hunting 
are so different, one might think 
they are different species. 

And while fall hunting is more 
popular and more hunting available 
than a decade ago, the number of 
hunters and the number of birds 
harvested still is miniscule in com¬ 
parison to those in the spring. 

Spring hunting can be difficult. 
Some hunters try their luck for sev¬ 
eral years before they are success¬ 
ful, but fall hunting is tougher. It 
also requires different techniques 
than during the spring when many 
gobblers are on the prowl for hens. 

There seem to be plenty of birds 
available despite this summer’s heat 
and drought. It’s only antidotal 
observations, but I’ve seen a num¬ 
ber of small flocks of birds active in 
the past week. 

Kentucky’s fall shotgun season is 
split with the first portion Oct. 27 
through Nov. 2 and the second part 
will be Dec. 1-7. Archery season 
began Sept. 1 and runs through Jan. 
21 of next year, and the first portion 
of crossbow season will be Oct. 1-21, 
and the second half will be. Nov. 10 
-Dec. 31. 

Hunting wild turkeys during the 
fall often requires tactics different

than those used during the spring 
season. The following tips from the 
NWTF can help hunters bag more 
fall and early winter birds. 

BUST’EM UP — If done properly, 
busting a flock can be a fun and 
effective way to hunt wild turkeys 
in the fall. Once a flock has been 
found and the decision to break it 
up has been made, sneak as close as 
possible by using available cover. 

•In a controlled manner, SAFELY 
rush the flock while making as 
much noise as possible. Try firing a 
few rounds above the flock, but be 
sure of your backdrop and remem¬ 
ber to never run with a loaded fire¬ 
arm. 

•A growing sport among some 
Kentucky hunters is to use dogs to 
break up the flock. It takes a spe¬ 
cially trained dog, but advocates say 
it really is a fun way to hunt tur¬ 
keys. 

•If the birds spook in the same 
direction, mark their landing area 
and try to bust them again. You 
want the birds scattered in all direc¬ 
tions. 

• Once you have busted the flock, 
set up and wait until you hear the 
birds calling to get back together. 


Start calling and let the birds come 
to you. 

Unlike hunting turkeys during the 
spring, when toms can be found by 
the sound of their gobbles, fall hunt¬ 
ers must rely on less audible yelps, 
clucks and kee-kees, turkeys 
scratching in leaves or flapping 
their wings. 

And unlike the spring turkey hunt¬ 
ing season, when turkeys typically 
roost, strut and feed in the same 
area day in and day out, fall flocks 
range over a wider area in their 
search for food, sometimes not 
returning to the same tract for days. 

The typical range for a fall flock is 
between 250 and 400 acres, depend¬ 
ing on the habitat and availability of 
food. 

Whether you limit your hunt to 
gangs of old gobblers or trail the 
more vocal hens and young-of-year 
birds, remember that the only thing 
on their minds is food. Turkey 
flocks will move throughout an area, 
scratching for acorns and berries 
among the leaves. They’ll also look 
for waste grain in fields that have 
been harvested or “bug” for insects 
along grassy lanes. 

Despite not having the advantage 
of gobbling birds, large flocks often 
make a ruckus when they descend 
from their roosts and gather on the 
ground. Listen for the sound of fran¬ 
tic wingbeats, loud yelps and putts 
and the kee-keeing of young birds. 
Once gathered, flocks usually don’t 
call much, so the earlier you are, 
the better.

Keselowski triumphs 
in first round of Chase 


J immie Johnson led the most laps, but at the 
end, it was Brad Keselowski that had the most 
speed, and went on to win the first of 10 Chase 
races, Sunday at Chicago. 

Earlier in the race, Johnson’s black No. 48 
appeared to be the dominant car, but after the last 
round of pit stops, Keselowski passed Johnson and 
never looked back. His margin of victory over John¬ 
son, who finished second, was over 3-seconds. Kes- 
elowski’s win moved him into the Chase lead. 

“I don’t know if the 48 car slowed down or we 
picked up speed, but we just took off there at the 
end,” Keselowski said. “This feels like a heavy¬ 
weight title fight, and we just won the first round.” 

Until late in the race, Johnson appeared headed to 
another win, but Keselowski passed him and it was, 
“Bye, Bye, Jimmy.” 

“On the earlier runs Brad and I were about even 
on speed,” said Johnson said. “But on that last run, 
he was just better.” 

Johnson’s teammate Kasey Kahne was third. 

“We weren’t as good as Brad or Jimmy, but we had 
a good car,” Kahne said. “If we can find a little 
more speed in the next few races we’ll be in great 
shape.” 

Denny Hamlin gave up some Chase points because 
his team didn’t fill the gas tank and he ran out of 
fuel on the last lap. He dropped to fourth in points. 

Jeff Gordon’s championship hopes may have 
ended on lap 188 of the 267-lap race, when his throt¬ 
tle stuck going into turn-2, and he hit the outside 
wall. His team made repairs, but he was unable to 
finish. 

“We were having a top-five day when it just stuck,” 
Gordon said. “To have something like this happen in 
the first race of the Chase doesn’t make it easy for 
us.” 

Matt Kenseth also had problems. His team had to 
replace a front shock on his No. 17 and he finished 
18th. He dropped three Chase spots and is 26 points 
back. His next nine races will have to be flawless, if 
he expects to win another championship.

Sergio Augusta Foveda Chavez of Campbells¬ 
ville, formerly of Ecuador, was arrested and 
found with evidence linking him to the incidents. 

Chavez was charged with five counts of 
second-degree criminal mischief, a misde¬ 
meanor offense, and was lodged at the 
Taylor County Detention Center. The 
investigation is continuing.
